In my most recent work, my interest in ordered systems and their 
relationships has evolved. Within the past few months I have 
realized a more dramatic interplay between the organic and mechanical 
rhythms in my weavings. With the introduction of a new weave 
structure (eccentric weft) which creates an undulating plane, 
the dynamics of the woven surface have been altered. These 
textural contrasts provide me with new options in the conception 
and creation of the work. A work that records the effect of 
diverse energies upon each other and ultimately presents a system 
of lively coexistence.

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“The rhythm and repetition inherent to 
weaving form the foundation of my 
works. I combine diverse linear ele¬ 
ments—wood rods, bundles of linen 
yarns, abaca—to articulate shapes and 
patterns, both visual and tactile, within 
the limits of the grid. These rigid, 
wrapped or painted elements are unified 
into a sound structure that complements 
the weave design, while more organic 
fibrous lines interact with the construc¬ 
tion in a system of rhythmic movement. 

“I am interested in the way geometric 
structures and organic components 
together establish a sense of place, one 
that provides stability yet generates 
independent motion. It is an environ¬ 
ment in which order and energy should 
exist naturally and harmoniously."
